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* The Uses of Paper 

The manifold usés ‘of. wood-pulp} 
paper are astonishing. That we have 
| paper cord, “paper: boti les, paper boxes, 
paper houses. (in- Japah), paper col. 
lars, and paper-cugs Is well known, 
but how many pe ple have heard of 
paper screws, paper window: pánés, pa- 
per raincoats, paver féncoops, or pa- 
! per sail^fór ships? These are only a 
4 few of the queer developments of thc 
paper industry described by a writer 
in the “Scientific American, who 
tells us also of the extent of the wood 
pulp manufacturers: 

At first wood. -pulp was used ent 
| ly in making paper, but to-day it is 
employed for manifold purposes. Its 
use bids fair to be large for moldings, 
friction-clutches, - belt-pulleys, gear 
wheels, barrels (reinforced with wire), 
tubs; pails, washboards, waterpipes, 
conduits, caskets, ‘bathtubs, carriage 
bodies, floor covering, electric insula- 
tors, umbrella stands, furniture, imita- 
tion of leather, cloth and silk. Clearly 
the employment of wood-pulp is prac- 
tically unlimited. 

“The great consumers of woodspulp 
to-day are the paper manufacturers, 
who use nearly 90 рег cent. of the en- 
tire production. According to the bu- 
reau of statistics, there are at present 
about 250 mills which manufacture 
wood-pulp in this country. The ca- 
pacity of these mills is over 2,500,000 
tons of pulp annually, valued at more 
than $32,000,000..In addition to this 
amount, more than 100,000 tons are 
imported from Canada. and various 
countries of Europe. The value of the 
material from abroad in 1911 was 
nearly $15,000,000. These figures show 
an increase in the business of over 500 
Der cent. in the past 10 years, and the 
same time in the future promises even 
greater strides.”

What the Rivers Carries 


(The Independent) 

From every square mile drained by 
the Mississippi 86 tons of salts are de- 
“posited annually in the Gulf of Mexi 
co. The average outflow of the river 
is placed at 664,000 cubic feet per sec- 
ond, and from the analysis of this 
water the amount of material in solu- 
tion transported by the ‘Mississippi 
has been calculated. It reaches the 
enormous quantity of 108,432,000 tons 
per year. 

The amouat of sediment carried by 
the Mississippi in addition to these 
salts is enormous. The quantity deliv- 
ered. annually to the Gulf of Mexico, 
according to H. L. Abbott, is 812,500, 
000,000 pounds or about four hundren 
{and eight millions of tons. 

These figures are the result of an 
investigation of the quality of West- 
ern stream waters made by the Unit- 
ed States geological survey to deter- 
mine their fitness for irrigation. 

The average discharge of silt and 
mud per year by the Colorado river 
amounts to 378,000,000 tons. In addi- 
tion to the suspended solid. matters 
carried by this river, there are also 
enormous quantities of dissolved. sub- 
Stances transported into the sea. 
These dissolved salts’ are . 4,550,000 
tons of common salt, 3,740,000: tons of 
Glauber's salts, 4,000,000 tons of lime, 
2,4,000,000 tons of gypsum, and 4,800,- 
000 tons of magnesium: sulphate or 
Epsom salts, making а, total of 19. 
490,000 tons of dissolved matter an- 
nually carried into the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia by. this river.. In spite of this 
enormous amount. of dissolved matter 
the Colorado river is not considered 
to be a stream of high mineralization 
for the Western section of this coun: 
try. This is due to the fact that the 
amount of water is so enormous, in 
proportion to the dissolved salts that 
they are only a very small proportion 
of the total discharge. 

‘The concentration of the salt in the 
Elm fork. of the Red river in Okla- 
homa is by far more than that in the 
Colorado. This particular river an- 
nually discharges. 1,300,000 tons of 
common salt, which is equal to 1,680 
tons per square miles of area drain- 
ed, while the discharge of salt from 
the Colorado is 20 tons per square 
mile. The total amount of salt annua) 
ly carried away by the Elm fork is 2,- 
289,000 tons. ў 

It must фе borne in mind, however, 
that these quantities, vast.as they are 
represent only a fraction of the total 
matter transported The mud, sand, 
silt, and products of rock decomposi- 
tion are deposited along the entire 
course of the river, and what propor- 
tion of the whole at last unds its way 
ünto the ocean no one can say, but the 
fraction cannot be large. 
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Convicts on Houor 


Passengers in. an ordinary day 
smoking car in western Pennsylvania 
the other day noticed a group of five 
men to whom the short trip they were 
making seemed quite а novelty. Oc- 
casionally à sixth man joined the 
group and then left it again, going 
in the Pullman car to chat with 
friends. 

The five men were prisoners serv. 
ing terms in the Western penitentiary 
of Pennsylvania, explains a writer in 
the "Survey." They wore no shackles 
ог handcuffs. The sixth man, who at. 
times left them entirely alone, was 
Warden John Francies. He was tak- 
ing them out to Center county to help 
build the new prison. When they ar- 
rived they joined a number of other 
prisoners who are laying out the 
grounds of the new penitentiary. One 
hundred and fifty prisoners are being 
used in that way. A guard is in 
charge of them, ‘but they roam about 
the farm freely when not at work or 
asleep in their bunking quarters. 

Speaking.of the fiv emen whom he 
took in the smoker, Warden Francies 
said; “I have implicit faith in every 
one of these prisoners. І have studied 
them well during their stay in prison 
and although convicts—sent up for 
serious offenses—I believe they have 
the makings of good, honest citiens 
in them and am treating them ас- 
cordingly. Before many weeks | ex- 
pect to bring from: ће penitentiary a 
whole carload of convicts, with not a 
door locked or a.man shackled.”

Electric Device for Night Firing 

A new device for night-ring has 
been brought out in Germany, wliüci 
consists of an electric torch fixed 
(says the “Army and Gazette”) to the 
barrel of а rifle, with lenses such as 
to throw a narrow pencil of intense 
light to the front. The -soldter has 
only to throw the disk of light steady 
on his opponent while he presses the 
trigger, and the bullet should! strike 
the mark. The range of the light is 
limited by the weight of the accumu- 
lators „which. can be carried on. the 
weapon; this it is stated that an elec- 
tric torch weighing seven ounces is 
fully effective at 40 yards. This difi- 
culty has so far restricted the ampli- 
cation of the device to pistols. Now, 
a pistol which shoots accurately at 
40 yards on a dark night is already 
a useful weapon to possess; but why 
Should we not have a rifle with 
searchlight effective at 500 yards? We 
may conceive a section of riflemen. 
holding a trench by night, provided 
with a large accumulator transported 
on a mule or handcart, and. with. all 
their rifles connected to it by a flexi- 
ble cable. This is a vison of the fu- 
ture, but te idea has undoubted pos- 
sibilities. i

Victims of Snake and Beasts in india 

According to the official reports. of 
British India, which deal with the 
vital statistics of that portion of the 
British empire, 120,000 human. beings 
are killed every year by snake bites 
or wild. animals, 

In Bengal Presidency, 10,240 were 
killed durinz 1911; in Burma, 1,957; 
in Eastern Bengal and Tssan, 3,054; 
in Madras (1910), 2,518; in the Cen- 
tral aad Northwest froniier provices 
about 1,500, 

The statistics of mortality for a pe- 
riod of five years show ‘that in British 
India one death in every 23% from 
al causes was the result either of a 
snake bite or injury inflicted by some 
wild beast. 

It is not easy to imagine what the 
sum total of terror and fright. must 
be in a country where 20,000 persons 
are annually killed by wild and poi- 
sonous creatures and where, doubt- 
less, many additional thousands are 
attacked but manage to escape death, 
although in numerous instances, en- 
counters result in more or less ser- 
ious injuries.

Instead of the Bible’s 
representing Satan as a repulsive be- 
ing with hoofs, horns, and forked tail, 
it tells us that he was an angel of a 
very. high order—beautiful in person 

^ and highly endowed. Instead of resid- 
ing afar off, he is the “prince of the 
power of the air.“ Instead of stoking 
fires, he “worketh in the hearts of the 
children of disobedlence"—seeking to 
blind them and to bind them with ig- 
norance, superstition, fe!aehood. 


‚ Satan's First Great Lie. 

According to the. Bible, Satan's pri- 
mary sin was an ambitious pride. He 
imagined he could direct the affairs of 
the universe, in which he might set up 
a separate dominion, and try out his 
schemes. ' When Divine Power created 
Adam nud Eve, and bade them multi- 
ply und fll the earth, Satan saw his 
opportunity to put bis ambitious 
schemes into operation. The holy an 
gels would not think of rebelline 
against Divine authority to eóoperit? 
with him in his sehemes; but here was 
an inexpericuced man, who might be 
deceived into disobedience to God, and 
thus be won-over to Satan and his 
schemes... Through him he saw bis 
way to zn earthly empire, in which bis 
УШ wouid Ee Cone as Jehovah's will is 
done in Heaven. 

Thus it came that when God instruct- 
ed Adam and Eye in respect to the 
fruits of the Garden of Eden and for- 
bude thelr cating of one certain kind of 
fruitaze. and put a penalty upon diso- 
bedience, then Satan, through the ser- 
pent, lied to them.

The fruit did not kill the serpent. On 
the contrary, Mother Eve perceived 
that it was wiser than any other of 
the beasts of the earth. By its ac 
tions it decli red to her mind that God 
had misstated the facts when He told 
them that the eating of that forbidden 
ult would bring death to them. 

Satan's Plot Thickens. 

When Satan behel Adam aud Eve 
vutcusts from laden, and perceived 
that gradually the penalty, "Dying, 


thou shalt die," would come upon man- | 


kind, weakening thom iu nind, in body 
und in morals, he should have been 
convinced of the folly of his course. 
But no, an evil course of pride, once 
entered upon, leads further nnd fur- 
ther astray. Instead of surrend 
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that the earth was full of violence 
that the thoughts of men's minds were 
only evil continually. God's Wisdom 
saw that it would be best to blot ont 
entirely that order of things, and to 
start a new arrangement. The Deluge 
accomplished this. 

Thenceforth those angels who for 
centuries had lived in sin were re- 
strained from materialization and sep- 
arated from the holy angels, being con- 
fined to Tartarus—or earth's atmos- 
phere. Meantime, instead of starting 
& new race of men, God carried over 
Noah and his family of seven. These 
constituted a new start for the Adamic 
family.

This was the first defeat that Satan 
had met with—the first great manifes- 
tation of Divine Power ín opposition 
to him. But still it only partially 
Stopped his program.

If the fallen 
angels could no longer materialize, they 
would do the thing next to their pref- 
erénco—they would get control of the 
mind of some individual and thus have 
control of his body. 

In all such cases, it would appear 
that the victim, becoming a tool of the ] 
evil spirits, is frequently caused by. 
them to say and to do things indicat- 
ing depravity greater than he or she 
had before the obsession began.. The 
tendency of all such things seems to 
be toward licentiousness. In the days 
of Jesus and His Apostles, according 
to the Scriptural accounts, they cast 
out demons from many people, some 
of whom had more than one. One 
man had a legion. Many physicians 
know well that some who are appar- 
ently insane are not really so as re- 
spects any brain disease. They merely 
are obsessed, possessed of evil spirits. 
When several of these gain control of 

one man, they make-his life unbeara- 
ble by the conflicts which they estab- 
lish, especially operating along the au- 
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ditory nerves, 
Throughout this Gospel Age Satan 
and his demon legions, operating 


through dreams, mental impressions, 
etc., have so thoroughly deluded the 
masses of mankind, that nearly all be- 
lleve Satan's lie, and only an extreme- 
ly small minority believe the Word of 
the Lord. The process of supporting 
the lie continues. Writing mediums, ; 
trance mediums, tipping mediums, 
black art, theosophy and occultism in 
general—all support the theory that a 
dead man is. more alive than a living 
one, In the symbolical language of the 
Book of Revelation, all nations have 
been made drunk with the wine of 
false doctrine. ` 

Those who discern the falsehood 
have learned a great lesson—to put 
confidence 1n the Word of the Lord and 
not in human imaginations. This 
great lesson, ere long, will be taught 
to all, and we may assume will surely 
justify the Lord's course in permitting | 
Satan’s lie to flourish so thoroughly 
and for so long. We know not cer- 
tainly what further terrible experl- ' 
ences may come to màn as a result of 
believing the lie of Satan instead of 
the Word of God, but certain Scrip- 
tures seem clearly to imply that this 
Age is to end with some great catas- 
trophe which will demonstrate the 
wisdom of those who hold fast the 
Truth and the folly of those who neg- 
lect it.

But while the Lamb of God was fo 
take away the sin of. the whole world 
and give all an opportunity for Resti- 
tution, He will not ‘be the Passever 
Lamb for the world. Jesus is our Puss- 
over—the Chgreh's Passover Lamb. 
This shows the difference between the 
deliverance of the Chureh during this 
Age, and the future deliverance of the 
world during the Millennium. The 
Church is delivered or passed over by 
faith—through the imputation of the 
merit of the Redeemer. The Church 
class may, therefore, even now speak 
of sins forgiven and of having passed 
from death unto life—but not so the 
world. Indeed, the taking away of the 
sins of the world in the next Age will 
be on a totally different basis. The 
merit of the Redeemer will not be im- 
puted to mankind. The world will not 
be justified by faith. The taking away 


‘of their sins will be actual, and their 


justification will be actual. 

Special Privileges of the First-born. 

The Church of the First-born bat 
special privileges and blessings, as well 
as special trials. In the Passover type 
the lives of the first-born were in jeop- 
ardy, while the lives of others of Is- 
rael were in no danger. This signifies 
in the antitype that the Church of the 
First-born will be lidble to death at a 
time when the remainder of the world 
will not be thus Hable.

But if the} reward. is so great that 
Jesus called. it the. "pearl of great 
price,” and St. Paul declared that he 
counted all other things as loss and 
dross in comparison, we should not be 
urprised to find the conditions, or 
erms, for obtaining it very stringent. 
Notice the stringency of the cal: 
"Gathér together My saints unto Me," 
saith the Lord, "those who have made 
a Covenant, with Me. by sacrifice." 
Again, notice Jesus’ 
words, “If any man will be My dis- 
ciple, let him deny himself and tak: 
up his cross and follow Me.” 
- Dead to the World—And All. 
From the foregoing Scripture, it will 
be noticed: that the condition upon 
which any may become a member of 
the Church of the First-born is that he 


shall sacrifice his earthly nature. Only 


by faithfulness in thus sacrificing can 
he obtain the Heavenly nature. Un- 
faithfulness would hinder him from 
ever obtaining the new nature. Asfor 
the earthly nature, such glve up all 
right to it, in order that they may run 
in the sacrificial race for the spirit 
nature. Hence it is that the First- 
borns, arb represented in the type as 


being exposed to death—annihilation. 


Not so the world; for the worid is 
only under Adamic condemnation. 
God has promised that through Christ 
that curse shall be removed. Hence of 
all the people in the world, the only 
ones who at the present time are in 
danger of going into extinction are 
those who have made а consecration 
to be the followers of Jesus.

Hot, dry winds from the south at pres 
ent warm Europe, both directly and 
indirectly, by melting the snow and 
ice on the mountain tops. If the Sa- 
hara was a sea, the wind, instead оғ 
being burning and dry, which stripy 
the snow off the Alps, both by meltin« 
and evaporation, would be a damp. 
moist wind, and when it reached the 
mountains would produce dense cloud 
and thick fozs which would prevent 
the sun's rays from warming the 
earth and melting the glaciers. So 
that to the barren Desert of Sahara 
which many look upon as a useless 
waste, Kurope, is in reality, indebted 
for its fertility and warm temperature.

The Pastor cited "various Scriptures 


‘gin—the curse which came upon Adam 
апа all his race because of Adam's dis- 
»beülence to God in Eden. He showed 
that God's promise to roll away the 
curse, and to give blessing instead, In- 
‘eludes every member of the human 
family. He reasoned, and produced Bi- 
ble proofs support, that the bless- 
ing of all the families: ef the earth, 
therefore, will mean the ‘resurrection 
of the dend—the resurrection of Adam 
and every member of his race. 
The earliest information on God's 
part that He would do anything for 
man's recovery from the death sen- 
tence. was given when our first parehts 
were expelled from Hden. There God 
‚ vaguely declared that at some future 
time the Seed of the woman should 
bruise the serpent's head. This was 
merely a ray of bope, with no intima- 
"tion of how it would be accomplished. 
God's first definite statement of what 
He purposed to do for Adam and his 
race was made to Abraham two thou- 
sand years after sin had entered the 
world. To Abraham God made known 
His future good intentions toward 
Adam and all. of his posterity. He 
said, "I purpose to bless all the fam- 
“flies of the earth. Walk before Me 
and be thou faithful; and the blessing 
shall come to the human family 
through thee aud thy posterity.” © Aft- 
“er Abrabam had endured’ tests. God 
confirmed the previous assurances and 
gave His oath to prove the ‘certainty 
of the whole matter, The words were: 
In thee and in thy Seed shall all the 
families of the earth be blessed." 


The Law Covenant and Shadow. 
God knew, when He made the Prom 
‘se to Abraham. tliat his Spiritual Seed. 
The Christ. would not appear even in 
the flesh for more than two thousand 
yeürs.. He knew also that it would be 
pearly two thousand years after that 
before the Spiritual Seed would be giv- 
en the necessary power and authority 
ĉo bind Satan and to release the slaves 
of sin from the tomb and from the 
shackles of ignorance, superstition and 
weakness. But it wus neither neces- 
sary nor expedient that all this should 
be told to Abraham. Jt was sufficient 
that the friend of God should know of 
a surety that a blessing was coming. 
and that his seed would be identified 
with that work of blessing mankind. 
God did, indeed, give a typical lesson 
respecting the [fact that there would 
be two seeds of Abraham: опе, Heaven- 
M, and the other, ( Without ex- 
plaining the matter to Abraham, God 
stated it so that it would be written 
nforetime for the infocmition of the 
Household of Faith of ims Gospel Age. 
He said, “Thy Seed shall be as the, 
stars of Heaven, and as the sand of 
the seashore. One of these seeds 
would be developed under the Law--by 
heing required to obey the Divine Law, 
and thus being helped up toward per- 
fection. The other Seed, the Heaven- 
ly. would be by grace, not by Law 
Good works would be accounted to tlie 
Henven!y Seed on the basis of faith, 


St. Paul calls our attention to these 
two seeds, and assures us that the 
Promise of God made to Abraham ap- 
pertains to both the Heavenly, Spirit- 
wal Seed, and the earthly, human-na- 
ture cluss. [lis words are: “Therefore 
it is of faith, that it might be by 
grace; to the end that the Promise 
might he sure to all the seed; not to 
that only which is of the Law, but to 
that also which is of the faith of Abra- 
ham.“ Romans 4:16.

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BANISHES ETHER DANGER 
Surgeon Invents Apparatus to Sim- 

plify Giving of Anesthetic. 

New York, April 2.—Dr. Carl Con- 
nell instructor in surgery in the col- 
lege of physicians and Surgeons, and 
assistant surgeon at Roosevelt hospi- 
jal, has perfected an apparatus which 
eliminates danger in administering 
anesthetics to patients undergoing 
surgical operations. 

The anethetometer, as the inven- 
tion is called, consists of three as- 
sembled units, a gas meter, an ether 
reservoir and a vaporizing chamber. 
The mechanism is small and compli- 
cated. 

Air or other gas under pressure 
passing through a gos meter actu- 
ates the usual recording mechanism. 
; Simultaneously the same mechanisin 
automatically feeds the proper 
amounts of ether into measured vol- 
umes of air, to maintain an exact per- 
centage by weight of ether to aif.

(Leslie’s) 
An impression prevails that great 
quantities of oil are required to calm 
the sea, but Professor Ray Kankaseter 
of England suggests that a pint of oil 
an hour will secure a zone of cam ма:

The oil spreads out over the 
surface of the sea in a film which has 
the almost unimaginable thickness o. 
two millionths of a millimeter, yet it 
holds in leash the mighty power of the 
ocean. When this film of oil sprea g 
over the surface the heaping-ub ‘ac- 
tion of the water, which results in ine 
formation first of ripples and then of 
waves cannot take place. The thinner 
‘the film the greater is its effect in 
pulling down the crests of the waves 
and making a lower wave line, free 
from break. 

That all leading nations are prepar- 
ing to make the use of oil at sea com- 
pulsory is indicated by. the London j 
board of trade's statutory rules and 
orders regarding life-saving appliances 
on vessels. The rules now provide 
that, in all classes of  foreien-goinz 
ships, lifeboats shall be equipped. with 
one gallon of oil and a vessel of ab- 
proved pattern for distributing it in 
rough weather. The calming action of 
the oil on water has been mathemati- 
cally demonstrated. 

In nearly every instance where oil 
is used on the Great Lakes, the cap- 
tains let it drip through the waste 
pipes both forward and aft. Some ot 
the masters claim excellent results 
from drippinz oil through a short 
piece of deck hose nin through the 
biwser or chocks, forward. Мапу lake 
men think that these two. metho%s 
are as sufficient as the use of oil bags 
and are much easier to put into op- 
eration.

No expensive or intricate gear 
is required and the oil can be applied 
to the water with very little loss of 
time.

Walking In the Narrow Way. 
Those who have heard the сай, Con- 
tinued the Pastor, must learn (hat the 
first step 15 to turn away from sin. 
Next they must learn that God has 
made provision through the death of 
His Son whereby sins may be forgiven. 
To those who take these two steps the 
Savior says, "lf any man will come 
after Me, let him deny himself, take 
up his cross nnd follow Me." ‘The 
speaker explained that to deny ones 
self is to give over one's .self-sufficien- 
су, one’s desire to do his own will, and 
to accept instead the Divine will. It 
is just as If the person had died; he 
is no longer his own. He has died to 
all earthly ambitions, hopes, aims und 
desires, and receives in their stead new 
ambitious, nopes, alms and desires. 
‘THe Pastor next showed what it is to 
take up the cross. One just starting 
in the narrow way to life will not 
know wliut his cross is to be. But 
gradually. he will perceive that it is the 
crossing of self-will with the Divine 
will. This will be manifest in various 
ways, which may not be fully under- 
stood nt.flrst; but if the consecration 
was genuine, every trial will sooner or 
later prove to be u blessing, and the 
child of God will learn to rejoice in 
what once seemed to be tribulation. 
Then the Pastor explained what is 
meant by following Christ. "This sig- 
nifies patient continuance In bearing 
the cross. The one walking in the nar- 


‘row way must demonstrate to Divine 


satisfaction that the character is fixed 
for truth, loyalty to God, to His Word, 
to the principles of righteousness. 

This does not mean that the flesh is 
to be perfected, the Pastor claimed, 
but the New Creature—the new will. 
God well knows that In fallen human 


nature there dwells no perfection. 


Whatever js done in spite of one's en- 
deavors to do right results from fleshly 
wenkness, and 1з not counted as sin. 
But whatever wrong is done willingly 
is sin. The weaknesses of the flesh, of 
the fallen nature, are covered with the 
robe of Christ's righteousness. There- 
fore it is the New Creature’s privilege 
to go on from grace to grace, thus be- 
coming more and more a copy of God's 
dear Son, our Lord and Savior. 


The Church, Which !s Christ's Body. 

According to the Pastor, all who have 
taken these steps have come into the 
Body of Christ, the Church, which is 
«omposed of all begotten of the Holy 
Spirit. These were begotten of the 
Spirit at the moment when they pre- 
sented their bodies living sacrifices in 
Jesus’ name. Then they were imme- 
diately accepted of God and became 
members in the Body of Christ, all of 
whom have the ваше anointing as that 
of the Head of the Church. 

In the case of the Apostles there was 
& particular manifestation on the day 
of Pentecost. The Holy Spirit, which 
had first come upon Jesus the Head, 
on that day flowed down upon the 
Shoulders, so to speak, the Apostles 
being the first members of the Body. 
Since then, all who come into the Body 
come under the same anointing, as 
members in particular of the Body of 
Christ, related to Jesus as New Crea- 
tures in Christ, to whom old things 
have passed away: and all things be- 
come new, We are not to speak nor 
to think lightly of any one whom God 
accepts into this Body and who has, 
through consecration, received the be- 
getting of the Holy Spirit. 

_The Glorified. Body of Christ. 

The Spirit-begotten Body of Christ, 
the Pastor thinks, will not be alto- 
gether the Body. of Christ in. glory. 
He believes that some who аге now 
on probation will prove to be un- 
worthy to be members in that glorious 
Body. Only those who, after having 
been begotten of the Holy Spirit, shall 
press falthfully on to the end of their 
course, will become the real kings and 
priests of the future. He then ex- 
plained why some will fail to make 
their calling and election sure to per- 
manent membership in the Body of 
Christ. These, he declared, will be of 
two classes. One class who fail to 
make their calling and election sure 
to membership in the glorified Body of 
Christ are those who turn away from 
the holy commandment, who return го 
wallowing in the mire of sin. For this 
class, St. Peter says, there remains 
only the blackness of darkness—the 
Second Death. (2 Peter 2:17, 21, 22.) 
These have had all their share of the 
blessings and have misused them; and 
so there is nothing further for them in 
God's Plan. 

The other class who also fail to 
reach the goal of membership in the 
glorified Body*of Christ are those who 
have neither denied the Lord that 
bought them nor returned to wallow- 
ing in the mire of sin, but who have 
lacked zeal. These have failed to per- 
severe so faithfully in the narrow way 
that the Father could count them cop- 
les of His Son Jesus and receive them 
to the Heavenly Throne and glory. 
These are variously pictured in the 
Bible. In one of our Lord’s parables 
they are designated “foolish virgins.” 

The Pastor then explained briefly the 
import of this parable. The word vir- 
gin means pure one, The entire Church 
of Christ is pure. The wise virgins are 
those of the Church who will use pres- 
ent opportunities and blessings so wise- 
ly that they will make their calling and 
election sure. They will be wise enough 

to lay aside every weight and beset- 
ting sin, and run with patience the 
race set before them. The foolish vir- 
gins are those who, after having given 
up the world and having accepted 
Christ, will nevertheless try to hold 
on to the world, while walking slow- 
ly toward the Lord. If this class keep 
on in the nerrow way at ali, they 
will eventually be conquerors, yet they 
will not be those “more than conquer- 
ors” to whom abundant entrance into 
the Kingdom will be granted. 

These foolish virgins have been all 
thelr Mfethne subject to bonduge be- 
enuse of their fear of death of the 
flesh -the old nature. They are not 
courageous enough to follow the Lamb 
whithersoever He goeth, although they 
are loyal, faithful. These, the Pastor 
believes, will get the secondary prize. 
Instead of being on the Throne with 
our Lord, they will be before the 
Throne; instead of wearing the er 
they will have only а palm branch, 

When the foolish virgins shall have 
passed through the great tribulation 

7, they will be 


mentioned in Revelation 7 
a grand class. But they might be 1n

j God nominated them, but they fail of 
i election because they fall to have sùm- 
cient zeal, love and earnestness to gain 
the great prize of joint-heirship with 
Christ in the Messianic Kingdom. 
These different classes, the Pastor 
declared, are all one Body at the pres- 
ent time; for all are called in the one 
! hope of their calling, and there is no 
n decision yet us to the two classes. All 
who receive the Holy Spirit are one 
| company now. But at the end of this 
Age the great Master will make the dl- 
vision between the two classes of vir- 
gins—between the wise and the foolish, 
between the Great Company and the 
Little Flock. At the present time, how- 
ever, all who are begotten of the Holy 
Spirit belong to the probationary Body 
of Christ. But after the division shall 
have been made, only the Little Flock 


| will be of the permanent Body of 


Christ—the Church in glory, clothed 
with glory, honor, and immortality. 
Suffering With Christ. 

Next the Pastor discussed various 
texts which declare that all the fotow- 
ers of Christ must suffer in the flesh, 
even as Jesus suffered. He pointed out 
the nature of our Lord's sufferings, 
who was misunderstood, slandered, 
misrepresented, etc: While the follow- 
ers of Jesus cannot possibly expect to 
suffer in all the ways that the Master 
suffered, nevertheless they have sim- 
Паг experiences to His. It ів а mis- 
taken idea, the speaker maintained, to 
believe that suffering is а sign of Di- 
vine displeasure. No Christian thinks 
that the Father was displeased with 
our Redeemer; on the contrary, as the 
Scriptures say, Jesus was holy, harm- 
less and separate from sinners. And 
yet our Lord suffered much—it pleased 
God to bruise Him, to put Him to 
grief, to put Him to shame. 

The thought is not that the Father 
took pleasure in the sufferings of His 
Son, but that in the great Divine Plan 
it seemed wisest and best that He 
should subject the Son to severe teats 
in order that both angels and men, 
looking back at Jesus' experiences 
from Jordan to Calvary, could see that 
He was faithful unto death; and in or- 
der that the reward of Jesus' obedi- 
ence might be manifest—that all might 
see the condition upon which God 
gives His choicest blessings. To all 
eternity this will be an incentive to 
any who may have the opportunity of 
serving God; such will know that who- 
ever renders service to Him and en- 
dures suffering for righteousness’ ‘sake 
will have the spirit of glory rest upon 
him and will be amply rewarded. 

The Pastor then dwelt at length upon 
the privilege of suffering with. Christ. 
He quoted Scripture to demonstrate 
that only those who suffer with Christ 
shall reign with Him. Those who are 
dead with Christ shall live with Him 
on the spiritual plane, partakers of His 
Divine nature, sharers of His glory. 
All these blessings ‘are conditional 
upon their demonstrating that they are 
worthy to be members of His Body, 
and are actuated by His spirit. Some 
are privileged to suffer more than do 
others. In-presenting this thought, the 
Pastor used the diamond as an illustra- 
tlon. A large diamond requires much 
more polishing than does a small dia- 
mond; yet a large diamond is worthy of 
much polishing. Our Lord and St, Paul 
were large diamonds. Therefore they 
were. subjected to much affliction, 
much difficulty, in order that they 
might show forth more fully the 
praises of Him who called them to His 
marvelous glory. 

The Pastor concluded his discourse 
һу calling attention te the wonderful 
blessings and privileges that are com- 


Ing to the, world today and to the in- 


creased knowledge and light upon all 
Subjects, but especially upon the Word 
of God. He declared that God's peo- 
ple see as never before the lengths, 
breadths, heights and depths of God's 
character and Plan; and that even the 
world are coming to see something of 
His goodness and His wonderful ar- 
rangements. The eyes of the world 


are opening more and more widely, 


and the delusions that have been upon 
the world are rapidly disappearing. 
This is the dawning of а New Day. 

But with the incrense of light comes 
increased responsibility. When God 
glves us a certain amount of the light 
of Truth, it is for us to demonstrate 
whether or not we-appreciate it, and 
whether or not we have been loyal to 
what we have recelyed. If we take 
the steps of appreciation and obedi- 
ence, we thus evidence our readiness 
for more light. And so we may go 
from grace to grace, from knowledge 
to knowledge, from ‘creeping like a 
child to walking like a man—until we 
all come to the full stature of a man 
in Christ Jesus.

Gim—is a step toward complete justifi 
cation, 

Referring again to the typical Tabet 
nacle, the Pastor discussed the sacri 
fices on the Day of Atonement. In the 
ашуре, he declared, all of the people 
of God who bave come to Him in con 
secration nre represented by the two 
goats that fook part in thé ceremony of 
that day. They are either the Lord’:

Court—after they bave entered thi 
antitypicaf Gate, passed the antitypica: 
Altar aud washed ас the ‘antitypieal 
Luver—they йге tied, as it were, ut the 
Door of the antitypical Tubernuele: 
that is to say. they consecrate them 
selves to God. A 

In the type. the goats. were brought 
to the Door of the Tubernacle, and 
there waited for the high priest to cast 
lots upon them. As soon as he had 
done go, he offered the Lord's goat in 
Sacriüce. in the antitype this signifies 
God's acceptance of the sacrifice of the 
consecrated; and from that moment 
onward thé person is reckoned dead 
As the Apostle says, “Ye are dead, and 
your life is hid with Christ In God." 
Tbeucefortl the goat represents mere 
ly the old uature—the flesh—counted 
dead. The- New Creature is thereafter 
represented in the body of the high 
priest—a member. of his body. 

The Pastor then carefully explained

He quoted: Scrip- 
tures to demonstrate that the Church 
is а Royal Priesthood, of which Jesus 
is the.great High Priest. In the typi- 
cal Day of Atonement: sacrifices, the 
animals offered in sacrifice represented 
the human nature of Jesus and the 
Church: but Aaron and his sons repre- 
sented the New Creatures. 

‘All who have presented their bodies 
living sacrifices, and have been accept- 
ed and begotten of the Holy Spirit. 
are the untitypical under priests, and 
as such have access to the antitypical 
Tabernacle. 
first Vell, typical of the death of the 
kuman will, they as New Creatures 
ere in the antitypica!

"A Living Sacrifice." 

The Pastor declared that membership 
in the Body of Christ is the all-impor- 
tant thing to the Christian. This Body

The opportunity to be a member of 
this Royal Priesthood is certainly the 
greatest privilege that has ever come to 
any creature. It is to fit and prepare 
this class for joint-heirship with Jesus 
in the Kingdom that God deals with 
the Church as He does. He calls them 
out of the darkness of the world into 
the light of the knowledge of His own 
glorious plans for the salvation of hu- 
manity. 

Next the Pustor showed that this 
matter of sacrifice may be viewed from 
either of two standpoints—Gou's view 
and man’s. From the standpoint of 
humanity, consecration. seems to be 
very hard. There js no slavery in the 
world like that of being a child of God 
and an associate of Jesus, they think. 
Everything must be given up. One can- 
not have anything of his own; he may 
not eat, drink, sleep, think, or. do any- 
thing as he would choose. On the con- 
trary, he must ask what the Lord 
would have him do about everything. 
He must have no will of his own. Any 
other slave would be allowed to ent 
what he chose and to think what he 
chose, at least; but the Christian can- 
not do во. He must say, Not my 
thoughts, not my way, not my. will, 
but the Lord's. This is the worldly 
view of consecration; it seems hard: 
Indeed, some will say, It is too much, 

The view from the Divine standpoint 
is altogether different. We who look 
at the subject from this standpoint 
say, What have we, at best? We are 
dying creatures. We have very little 
strength, very little wealth; it requires 
nearly all of our time to provide for 
the necessities of life. We have very 
little to give to Ње Lord. Therefore 
we do not вее why the Lord should ac. 
cept our sacrifice at all. 

To corroborate this view, the Pastor 
cited the case of St. Paul, who de- 
clared that he counted all things but 
loss and. dross for the excellency of 
the knowledge of Christ Jesus his 
Lord. St. Paul had more than have 
most of the consecrated. A Roman 
citizen by birth, he was also a mem- 
ber of а noble family, und had every 
advantage of wealth and education. 
He had good powers. of speech and 
reason, as his Epistles. demonstrate 
Whoever will read his Epistle to the 
Romans will see that the master mind 
behind that. writing could handle a 
case at law anywhere. Vet, after 
summing up all his advantages, the 
Apostle considered these things ag 
mere. dross. He willingly. sacrificed 
them all in order to win Christ; for 
the things of this present life are not 
worthy to be compared with the glory 
that shall be revealed. This, the 
speaker declared, is the right view of 
econsecration—God’s standpoint. 1 


Loak Not at the Things Seen. 


The Pastor then discussed the expe- 
riences of the Christian who fs walk- 
Ing in the narrow way of sacrifice. .He 
has pleasures of which the world 
knows nothing. His trials seem, as 
the postle says, light afflictions, 
which are but for a moment, and 
which are working out for him a far 
more exceeding und eternal weight. of 
glory, while he looks at the things un- 
seen. The Christian із lookirtg at the 
unseen things with the eye of faith— 
the eyes of his understanding. 

The Pastor made a. practical applica- 
tion of bis point by declariug. that 
whenever au experſence begins to be 
rather hard, the Christian is then look- 
ing at the things that are seen, and for- 
getting to look at those that are invis- 
ible—the things of the Kingdom. Such 
should shut their eyes to the things 
that are seen, and ask the Lord to help 
them to set both their eyes of under- 
standing und their. affections on the 
things us yet not seen—the things 
which God has in reservation for those 


fhe natural man cannot understand; to 
him they are foolishness.. But to those 
who lové the Lord they nre the most 
realities and bring the 
greatest blessings. 

Next the Pastbr drew attention to the 
mad rush for pleasure which charac- 
terizes our day. The whole world is 
searching for pleasure. He then asked | 
whether his hearers had ever known 
апу of them who had found genuine 
pleasure. He had not. With the Chris: 
tian, however, it is different. The 
Christian has found an unfailing source 
% јоу. The peace of God, which passes | | 
all understanding, rules in his heart. 

In conclusion, the Pastor exhorted 
his audience to rejoice in the Lord. All 
the consecrated should rejoice always, , 
aot only because they know the Lord, 
out because they know that by and by Í 
the world’s eyes of understanding will 
3e opened. The glorified Church will ; | 
nave the pleasure of giving this Di- 
‘rine blessing. 


Politics In France. 

Americans generally know as little” 
about French politics as Frenchmen 
know about ours. Issues, methods 
and parties in tbe two countries are 
radically different. In France parties 
are sO many in number and so small 
in membership that they are usually 
designated аз groups rather than as 
parties. It is always necessary to com- 
bine the forces of three or more of 
them to constitute a majority in the 
chamber of deputies, and that can be 
done only by giving each group a rep- 
resentation in the cabinet. The parlia- 
mentary system of France resembles 
that of Great Britain in this: When 
the chamber gives a vote adverse to. 
the ministry, the ministry resigns. But 
that means only that a new alliance is 
formed that includes groups other than 
those represented in the retiring min- 
istry. As a consequence it usually 
happens that some members of the de- 
feated cabinet are retained in the cab- 
inet that succeeds it.—Youth's Com- 
panion.

Continuing the figure of the Wedding 
Garment, the Pastor declared that the 
robe put on by the Christians who de- 
sired to have entrance to the Marriage 
of the Lamb was white and clean, rep- 
resenting his full justification at the 
moment of consecration—all blemishes 
of the flesh being covered with the 
merit of Christ. The Scriptures tell us 
that those who ultimately enter in to 
the Marriage will be those who have 
kept thelr garments unspotted from 
the world. Since all unrighteousness 
is sin, every sin is a spot upon the 
robe, whether it be committed wilfully 
or ignorantly. All faithful children of 
God should use all diligence in keep- 
Ing their garments free from blemish. 
This may be done by daily thinking 
about the robe, and nightly asking the 
Lord to remove each spot—to forgive 
each failure made thut day. The blood 
of Jesus Christ keeps cleansing all 
who ask that they be cleunsed: 

This ty the Heavenly Fathers ar- 
rangement for His children. He de- 
sires them to walk circumspectly, 
watching where they tread. Thus they 
learn every detall in respect to their 
own imperfections. No one can live 
for even one day without trespassing 
upon the perfect Law of God; for by 
nature we are all imperfect. In heart 
the child of God does not sin; the New 
Creature does not sin. It is merely 
that the flesh Js weak. But we have 
the comforting assurance of the Scrip- 
ture that "If any man sin, we have an 
Advocate with the Eather, Jesus 
Christ the Righteous." Our Lord is 
thereto make good with the Father for 
all the Adamic weaknesses.

for he feels that already he has been 
forgiven perhaps many times for the 
same trespass.

that He may exalt you in due time."

The number of those without spot or 
wrinkle. ог апу such thing: is: very 
small, said the Pastor. Many Chris- 
tians have not kept their wedding robes 
with ‘sufficient’ care, and thus have 
shown their lack of appreciation of the 
wedding and of their invitation to at- 
tend. If the attention of such be call 
ed to the spots, they try to put them 
out of sight, to ignore them, to declare 
that everybody has spots on his robe. 
This is an unwise procedure; for the 
robe is our passport into the Kingdom.

The Canal opens 

Announcement that the Panama 
canal will be informally thrown open 
to the commerce of the world Satur- 
day, Aug 15, was made from Washing - 
ton last week. No cérmonies will 
mark this event.

Use of the waterway will be limited to 
vessels of not more than thirty feet 
draught, but this limitation later will 
be removed when the channel in all 
parts will be made adequate to ac- 
modate any size vessel now afloat: 
While there will be no formality about 
the opening of the canal, there has 
been some desire to hold the honor of 
being the first boat of commerce 
through the water way. This honor 
probably will be conferred on the 
ristobal, a war department steamer, 
although the distinction of being the 
first steamship throush the canal be- 
longs to the Alex La Valley, a crane 
construction boat, Which in the course 
of construction, finished the passage 
January 7.

Drinkers Beware! 

As everybody knows, а very large 
part of the territory of the United 
States is under prohibition. law. That 
is, it has been made illegal for any 
person {о sell spirituous, vinous 
malt liquors for beverages. Presum- 
ably the laws ate enforced with vary- 
ing degrees of stringency. Down in 
Maine the other day a sheriff seized 
a five-gallon keg of a decoction that 
the sheriff supposed жав whiskey. He 
poured the contests of the keg into a 
galvanized iron washtub. The liquor 
turned the tub а bright blue. Float- 
ing around in it were several corks, 
bits of a cigar box and numerous 
other things not usually found in 
whiskey; including a lot of и 
dirt which soon settled to the botto 
of whe tub. Under the careful inspec- 
tion dt an.expert, it was found the de- 
coction was a. mixture of water, 
aleohol, tobacco, prune. juice, red 
pepper and hemlock bark. 

Was this decoction whiskey? 
it near enough to. whiskey to come un- 
der the prohibition laws? Maine is a 
prohibition state. It would be a wise 
judge who declared such. a mixture 
prohibited by-laws which make the 
liquor business illegal. Under such cir 
‘cumstances it would seem. the pure 
food laws should be invoked. 

It is an interesting development of 
prohibition. The toper who thinks he 
needs something to alleviate a. parch- 
ing thirst will take almost anything 
that has a bite in it as it goes down 
and a good kick afterward. If it makes 
him sick, that circumstance can be ге. 
garded only as further evidence that 
he got his money's worth. The inci- 
dent should serve as a warning to all 
those who, upon entering prohibition 
territory, are anxious to learn if pro- 
hibition actually prohibits. It is аі 
most certain that search, if it brinzs 
forth anything, will be rewarded with 
some such decoction as was seized by 
the ‘Maine sheriff.

HOW ENGLAND WORKED 
| FOR PEACE 


HISTORIC DESPATCHES 


GERMANY'S DEVIOUS--DIPLO- 
MACY. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


LONDON, 6th August. 

The White Paper entitled Correspon- 
dence Respecting the European Crisis“ 
is likely to be historie, because it shows 
clearly the working of British diplomacy 
up to the outbreak ofthe war. The first 
part of the document deals with Sir 
Edward Grey's attempts to localiso the 
conflict foreshadowed by the violent tone 
of Ausria's Note to Servia. 

The British Ambassador in St. Peters- 
burg, in a despatch dated 25th July, says 
that М. Sazonoff, the Russian Foreign 
Minister, assured him that Russia had 
no aggressive intentions, and wonld take 
no action unless forced. Austria's ac- 
tion, M. Sazonoff said, in reality aimed 
at overthrowing Russia's hegemony in 
the Balkans. M. Sazanoff did not be- 
lieve that Germany really wanted war, 
but her attitude was determined by 
Russia's. If England took her stand 
firmly with France and Russia there 

would be no war. If she failed them 
now rivers of blood would flow, and in 
the end England would be dragged into 
war, 

Uniortunately, Germany was convinced 
she could count on England's neutrality. 
A despatch of the British Ambassador 
in Rome of 27th July says: There is 
reliable information that Austria intends 
to seize the Salonica railway.“ 

In all Sir Edward Grey's despatches 
he insists оп the necessity of England, 
Franee, Germany, and Russia workiag 
together if peace is to be preserved, The 
British Ambassador in Vienna in а 
despatch dated 26th July, says that the 
German Ambassador told him that Rus- 
sia would keep quiet during Austria’s 
chastisement of Servia, adding that the 
Russian ‘Foreign Minister woulll not take 
a step which would probably result in 
many frontier questions in which Rus- 
sia is interested, such as Swedish, Polish, 
Ruthenian, Rumanian, and Persian ques- 
tions, being brought into the melting- 
pot. France, too, was not at all in a 
condition for facing a war.“ 

Telegraphing on 27th July to Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, the British Ambassador in 
Vienna says:— 

"I have had conversations with all 
my colleagues regarding the Great 
Powers. The impression left on my mind 
is that the Austro-Hungarian Note was 
so drawn up'as to make war inevitable; 
that the Austro-Hungarian Government 
are fully resolved to have war with 
Servia; that they consider their position 
as а Great Power at stake; and that 
until punishment has been administered 
to Servia it is unlikely that they will 
listen to proposals of mediation," 

Sir Edward Grey telegraphed to the 
1810 Ambassador in Vienna on 27th 

ulj:— 

“Т said {to the Austrian Ambassador 
in London) that it seemed to me as if 
the Austrian Government believed that, 
even after the Servian reply, they could 
make war on Servia anyhow without 
bringing Russia into the dispute. — If 
they could make war on Servia and at 
iho same time satisfy Russia, well and 
good. But if not the consequences would 
be incaleulable. . . . Already the effect 
on Europe was one of anxiety. I pointed 
out that our fleet was to have dispersed 
to-day, but we had felt unable to let 1t 
disperse. Woe should not think of calling 
up the Reserves at this moment, but 
there was no menace in what we had 
done about the fleet. , It seemed to 
me that the Servian reply had already 
involved the greatest humiliation to Ser- 
vin that l had ever seen a country 
undergo.” : i 


VON JAGOW DISTRESSED. 

Sir E. Goschen, on 28th July, reported 
to Sir Edward Grey :— 

“I found the Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs very depressed to-day, . . . He 
was much troubled by reports of mobili- 
sation in Russia and of certain militar 
measures in France. My French col- 
league informed him that the' French 
Government had done nothing more than 
the German Government had done— 
namely, recalled^officers on leave," 

Sir R. Rodd, British Ambassador in 
Rome, to Sir Edward Grey, 29th July :— 

“The German Government are being 
informed that the Italian Government 
would not be pardoned by public opinion 
here unless they had taken every pos- 
sible step so as to avoid war.“ 

In a despatch to the British Ambas- 
sador in Paris on 29th July, Sir Edward 
Grey says that he told M. Cambon 
French Ambassador in London) that 
even if the Austro-Servian conflict be- 
came a question between Austria and 
Russia, England would not feel called 
upon to take a hand. If Germany and 
France became involved we had not 
made up our minds what we should do. 
It was a case that we should. have to 
consider." 


"HEART TO HEART." 


Sir Edward Grey to Sir E. Goschen, 
29th July :— 


“Alter speaking to the German Ambas- 
sador this afternoon about the European 
situation Í said that I wished to say to 
him, in quite a private and friend] 
way. something that was on my mind. 
The situation was very grave. While it 
was restricted to the issues at present 
actually involved we had no thought of 
interfering in it, But if Germany he: 
came involved in it, and then France, 
the issue might be so great that it would 
invelve all European interests; and I 
did not wish him to be misled by the 
friendly tone of our conversation—which 
I hoped would continue—into thinking 
that we should stand aside. 

“He said that he quite understood 
| this, but he asked whether I meant that 

we should, under certain circumstances, 

intervene. 

"I replied that I did not wish to 
say that, or to use anything that was 
like a threat or an attempt to apply 
pressure by saying that, if things be- 
came worse, we should intervene. There 
would be no question of our intervening 
if Germany was not, involved, or even 
if France was not invoived. But we 
knew very well that, if the issue did 
become such that we thought British 
interests required ts to intervene, woe 
must intervene at once, and the decision 
would have to be very rapid, just as 
the decisions of other Powers had to be. 
H we failed in our efforts іо keep the 
peace, and if the issue spread so that 
it involved practically every European 
interest, I did not wish to be open to 
any reproach from him that the friend- 
ly tone of all our conversations had 
misled him or his Government into sup- 
posing that we should not take action. 
eos . The German Ambassador took no 

exception to what 1 had said; indeed, 
he told me that it accorded with what 
he had already given in Berlin as his 
view of the situation.” 


BUYING OFF ENGLAND. 


The last desperate effort of the Ger- 
man Government to secure Enplaud's 
neutrality is narrated in Sir E. 
Goschen’s despatch of 28th July: 

"T was asked to call upon the Chan- 
cellor to-night. His Excellency had just 
returned from Potsdam, . . He 
made the following strong bid for Bri- 
tish neutrality, He said that it was 


clear, so far as he was able to judge 
the main principle which governed Bri- 
tish policy, that Great Britain would 
never stand by and allow France to be 
crushed in any conflict there might be. 
That, however,' was not the object at 
which Germany aimed. Provided that 
neutrality of Great Britain were cer- 
tain, every assurance would be given to 
the British Government that the Im- 
perta! Government aimed a£ no territorial 
acquisitions at the expense of France, 
should they prove victorious in any war 
that might ensue. 

“I questioned His Excellency about the 
Trench colonies, and he said that he was 
unable to give a similar undertaking in 
that respect. So long as Germany's 
adversaries respected the integrity and 
neutrality of the Netherlands, Germany 
was ready to do likewise. It depended. 
upon the action of France what opera- 
tions Germany might be forced to enter 
upon in Belgium, but when the war was 
over, Belgian integrity would bo respct- 
ed if she had not sided against Germany. 

"I said that I did not think it pro- 
bable that. at this stage of events you 
would care to bind yourself to any 
course of action and that I was of opinion 
that yon would desire to retain full 
liberty.” 

. Sir Edward Grey replied the follow- 
ing day: 
“His Majesty’s Government caanot for 

a moment entertain’ the Chancellor's 
proposal that they should bind them- 
selves to neutrality on such terms. 

“What he asks us in effect is to en- 
gage to stand by while French colonies 
are taken and France 1н beaten so long 
as Germany does not take French terri- 
tory as distinct from the colonies. 

"From the materia! point of view such 
а proposal is unacceptable, for France, 
without further territory in Europe be- 
ing taken from her, could be so crushed 
as to lose her position as a Great Power 
and become subordinate to German policy, 

“Altogether, apart from that, it 
would be a disgrace for us to make this 
bargain with Germany at the expense of 
France, a, disgrace from which the good 
name of this country would never re- 
cover. 

“We must preserve our full freedom 
to act ав circumstances may seem to us 
to require in any such unfavourable and 
regrettable developent of the present 
crisis as the Chancellor contemplates.” 

Sir Edward Grey declares that the 
present crisis safely passed, his own en- 
deavour will be to promote some arrange- 
ment to which Germany could be a. party 
assuring her and her Allies against any 
aggressive policy by France. Sir Ed. 
ward still put forward some peace pro- 
posals : | 

“I said to the German Ambassador 
this morning that if Germany could get 
any reasonable proposal put forward 
which made it clear that Germany and 
Austria were striving to preserve Euro- 
pean peace, and that Russia and France 
would be unreasonable if they rejected 
it, I would support it at St. Petersburg 
and Paris, and go the length of saying 
that if Russia and France would not 
actept it His Majesty's Government 
would have nothing more to do with the 
consequences ; but, otherwise, I told the 
German Ambassador that if France be- 
came involved we should be drawn in.“

THE DELIRIUM OF WAR. 


(PROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
LONDON, 6th August, 

“The Rhineland is in a delirium of 
war," writes a returneck traveller to 
ihe Daily Telegraph : 

Troops everywhere fill the roads and 
crowd the trains. As they march ‘ Dic 
Wacht am Rhein’ sounds from column 
to column, and from every train that 
passes along the line its splendid strains 
are heard. The sight filled me with 
admiration, but it also filled me with 
pity when I reflected on the delusions 
on which these braves fellows are fed. 
Every newspaper I saw contained the 
wildest stories, which were readily be- 
lieved—Paris was in flames in four 
places; the Louvre was burned down; 
the Japanese had declared war against 
Russia and had destroyed the entire 
Russian fleet in the East, etc. 
This is the kind of story which 
was read with ‘avidity by the Kaiser's 
soldiers, but there is a grimmer side 
to the picture. In his frenzy the 
German is seeing red, and at Crefeldt 
the other day twenty-seven unfortunate 
men were shot offhand on the mere sus- 
picion that they were spies. А 

An unfortunate American lady was 
attacked in Cologne and brutally dis. 
figured, in the belief that she was a 
Frenchman disguised as a- woman. Опе 
cannot go anywhere or do anything with- 
out being followed by men, either in 
plain clothes or uniform, who watch 
every movement. 

“The financial position of the coun- 
try is most serious. Last week thirty 
iron firms in Duisburg became bankrupt. 

“This whole war has been steadily 

prepared for by Germany and Austria. 
During the past winter the German 
Government has been calling up in small 
numbers men from the various factories 
from all over Germany. In tbe first in- 
stance, they were told that they were 
wanted for temporary military duties, 
but they never went back agai, and the 
active forces have been largely aug- 
mented by the addition of these men. 
„ The refusal of Italy to sand by 
its undertakings to the other two Powers 
in the Triple Alliance is a serious blow 
to Germany. It was not intended to 
use the forces of Italy actively to in- 
vade France on the south-east. The 
Germans had been advised that it was 
undesirable to set, one Latin race against 
another, and that they could not be re- 
lied upon to fight one against the other. 
It was only intended to keep a force 
of Italians sufficient to necessitate a 
large retaining force on the south-eastern 
frontier of France, and also to utilise 
Italians to line the Datch border, and 
thus set free the German troops. 

“ Опе more point 1 wish to make 
clear. Ib was everywhere recognised 
that Britain's attitude was the key to 
the whole situation. The Germans have 
staked their success on the assumption 
that Britain would never dare to inter- 


vene. Their mistake should cost them 
dear.“

by English and Canadian investors, had 
a sensational experience. The area ‘of 
White Island is only about 1000 acres, 
but its crater rises to a height of 1000ft, 
and it teok the exploring party eight 
hours to negotiate its circumference, 
starting at 8 o’clock in the morning. 
They noticed that there was a continual 
haze over one part of the country they 
intended traversing. This they thought 
they could pierce, but when they were 
woll into it they found that the air was 
thick with dust and ash. So dense did 
it become, in fact, that at times they 
could scarcely see each other, and the 
country they were negotiating was of 
the roughest possible description. For 
hours they were in a fairly perilous рові. 
tion, and seriously considered the ex- 
pediency of attempting to retrace their 
steps. It was fortunate for them that 
they did not attempt to do so, for

island when the eruption took place had 
their original plans been carried ont. The 
indisposition of a member of the party 
was the sole reason of the fortunate 
postponement of the trip. 

Ап interesting story was told this 
morning in the course of an interview 
by Mr. Strevens, the chemist of the 
White Island Sulphur Company. There 
has certainly been a great deal of vol- 
canic activity on the island lately," said 
Mr. Strerens. Even so, it was nob 
considered to be by any means an un- 
safe place on which to.reside, Maori 
tradition has credited the place with a 
similar degree of activity for a thou- 
sand years, and it was presumed to be 
safe for another thousand. Geologically, 
however, years may be counted 'in mo- 
ments, and apparently the unexpected 
bas happened. Thermal activity ab 
White Island has for a long time past- 
been quite six times as great as that 
of Whakarowarewa. and those residing 
on the island have received frequent 
shocks and other evidences of volcanic 
activity.“ А 

Two months ago Mr. Strevens, іп com- 
pany with the manager (Mr. M'Kim) 


shortly after discussing this suggested 
change of plan, there were three loud 
explosions, like the firing of cannon 
and the country immediately behin 
them was the scene of a considerable 
upheaval. Ultimately the party re- 
turned to camp, smothered in dust and 
ash, which was an inch thick about parts 
of their clothing. 


NOT UNHEALTHY. 


At times, Mr. Strevens states, great 
volumes of smoke, dust, and ash belch- 
ed forth from the crater to a height of 
6000ft or 7000ft. The crater itself is 
a thousand feet above sea level, and 
the smoke is often blown up five times 
as high as the crater. Occasionally dust 
and ash descend thickly upon the area 
known as "the flat, where the quarry- 
таеп had their quarters, and it was not 
an infrequent thing for it to come down 
four inches thick. Despite these little 
experiences, Mr. Strevons says, White 
Island was not at all an unhealthy place 
to live upon. The men always felt well, 
and possessed good appetites, and the 
place where their huts was located was 
considered to be the safest on the island. 


AMERICANS IN LONDON

HELP FOR THE STRANDED. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


А LONDON, 6th August. 
. Shipping returns show that 100,000 
Americans came to England and the 
Continent this spring. Of this number 
20,000 returned io the United States in 
June and July. There are, therefore, 
now 80,000 Ameriean citizens in Europe, 
and of these 20,000 are now in London, 
40,000 remain scattered over the Con- 
tinent, and many of them are without 
any present hope of getting as far even 
as England pn their homeward journey. 

Of those now in London 6000 arrived 
on Tuesday night. Scores of them have 
nothing but the clothes they are wear- 
ing.' Boats coming to the southern 
ports by the Flushing, Hook of Holland, 
and Calais routes have been crowded far 
beyond their prescribed capacity with 
passengers, who have lost the whole of 
3heir baggage. 

The White Room at the Savoy Hotel 
has been turned into an office, and the 
American Citizens’ Committee is help. 
ing the stranded holiday-makers. This 
committee, which includes many names 
well known in the American financial 
world, has already appointed a number 
of departments, which have worked with 
such celerity and success that the so- 
journ of those who by force of circum- 
stances are bound to remain in London 
for the present will be at least toler- 
able. The American Embassy has been 
inundated with enquiries, and has gladly 
turned them all over to the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee. 

In the meantime the great shipping 
lines have come to the rescue. For some 
days it was inevitable that no under. 
iaking could be given that vessels would 
gail to New York according to schedule, 
Now the White Star and Cunard Lines 
announce that their boats wil sail with 
a delay of only 24 or 48 hours. ‘The 
White Star liner Oceanie has been claim- 
ed by the Government. Many Ameri- 
cans made their outward journey in 
German vessels, The White Star Line 
have accepted the return tickets of 500 
of these, hoping to come to an under- 
standing with the German lines. This, 
however, could not bé accomplished. No 
more German tickets, therefore, can be 
recognised, but those already accepted 
remain valid.

KING ALBERT'S MESSAGE 


TO THE BELGIAN ARMY. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


LONDON, 6th August, 

In assuming command of his army in 
the field, King Albert issued the follow- 
ing manifesto: 

"Soldiers! Without the slightest pro- 
vocation from us a neighbour, haughty 
in its strength, has torn up the treaty 
bearing its signature. It has violated 
the territory of our fathers. Because we 
have been worthy of ourselves, because 
we have refused to forfeit our honour, it 
has attacked us. But the whole world 
marvels at our loyal attitude, which its 
respect and esteem strengthen in these 
supreme moments, 

“Seing its independence threatened, 
the nation trembled, and its children 
sprang to the frontier. Valiant soldiers 
of a sacred cause, I have confidence in 
your tenacious courage. I greet you in 
the name of Belgium. Your fellow citi- 
zens are proud of you, and you will 
triumph, tor you are the force serving 
in the interests of right. Cesar said of 
your ancestors: 'Of all the peoples of 
Gaul, the Belgians are the most brave.“ 
Glory to you, army of the Belgian 
people ! 


"Remember, in the face of the enemy |: 


that you are fighting for the Fatherland 
and - for your menaced homes. Remem- 
ber, men of Flanders, the battle of the 
Golden Spurs! And you, Walloons of 
Liege, who are at the place of honour at 
present, remember the six hundred men 
of Franchimont! 

“Soldiers! I am leaving for Brussels 
to place myself at your head.” 


‚ DEATH UNDER ANAESTHETIC 
— — 


An inquest into the death of George 
Thomas Goldsmith, who died under an 
anesthetic at tho Hospital on Thursday 
last, was conducted at the Hospital yes- 
torday afternoon by Mr. D. G. A. 
Cooper, S. M. 

In his evidence, Dr. Hardwick Smith, 
Medical Superintendent of the Hospital, 
stated that deceased was admitted to 
the Hospital on the 30th August. When 
an operation was about to be performed 
on him on Thursday last for some nose 
trouble he commenced to struggle: vio- 
lently while the anesthetic was being 
administered. Deccased was then in a 
semi-conscious state. The administra- 
tion was stopped, and the patient grew 
quiet, whereupon another attempt was 
made, this time with the result that 
deceased suddenly changed colour and 
expired. Every effort was made to start 
the heart beating again, but without 
avail Death was due to primaty car- 
diac failure. Dr. Marehant gave simi- 
lar evidence. 

A verdict was returned in accoldance 
with the medical evidence, the Coroner 
adding that all necessary steps had been 
taken in the endeavour to save de- 
ceased's life.

CONTRASTS OF WAR. 


* Various critics have reminded the pub- 
lic that the present war is a try-out 
between whole nations; every resident 
of the countries in conflict has a personal 
stake in the struggle. This is a 
very different situation from any other 
within the memory of man. “In the 
past,” writes Mr. Sidney Low to 4 
London paper, the comparatively small 
armies of professional or mercenary sol- 
diers could conduct their operations 
without making the heaviest inroads 
upon the general vitality. A great part 
of the territory might remain almost 
unaffected, though 100,000 men were 
fighting in one corner. ‘The armies 
marched and countermarched, leaving a 
broad ribbon of devastation on either 
side of their track; but for the mass of 
the population daily life could be main- 
tained under something like normal condi- 
tions. The peasant hoed and reaped, 
the trader sold his wares, though the 
blood-tax lay heavy upon them both. 
Even in France, in the very stress of 
the Napoleonic wars, it ie strange to 
find from the memoins of the period 
how little the ordinary framework of 
society had been disturbed, and in 
England we went on with our country 
life, our busy urban industry, our 
sports, our amusements, our political 
controversies, all through the great 
struggle. In the very thick of the 
fight we found time to vote at parlia - 
mentary elections, to attend boxing 
matches and race meetings, to read 
Scott and Byron."

THE SEVERED CABLE 


— — 
PREPARATIONS FOR RESTORA- 
TION. 


(BY TELEGRAPM.—PRESS ASSOCIATION.) 
AUCKLAND, 2284 September. 

Preparations have been made by Mr. 
Millward for the restoration of the 
Pacific cable service as soon as arrange- 
ments have been made that will enable 
the work to be undertaken. Since he 
has no explanation of the cause of tho 
interruption, Mr. Millward has based 
his plans on the presumption that the 
entire equipment of the station, includ- 
ing the buildings and instruments, will 
have to be replaced. Provided that 
protection is given against further in- 
lerference by the enemy, he will be able 
to restore communication within one 
month from the departure of the equip- 
ment and workmen from Auckland. 
Discussing the interruption of the cable 
from the commercial point of view, Mr. 
Millward remarked that the enforced 
idleness of tha cable was in every way 
most regrettable. Since the outbreak 
of the war the traffic had increased 
very greatly, and when the interruption 
occurred the cable was handling 24,000 
worde a day, being worked to its maxi- 
mum capacity with no more than the 
normal delay, though a slightly heavier 
traffic cauld have been sustained with- 
out serious delay in transmission. This 
rate was determined by the "'slowest" 
section, the long span of 3458 nautical 
miles from Fanning Island to Bamfield 
Creek (Vancouver Island).

A LUCRATIVE INDUSTRY. 

A century ago such a situation as 
the present would have set merchants all 
agog to secure letters of marque for 
their vessels," remarked a London 
Chronicle contributor when Europe went 
to war. “It was a license from the 
Crown authorising a private ship to 
wage war against and to capture any of 
the enemy's vessels. In those days of 
wooden walls a well-armed clipper or 
East Indiaman was almost a match for 
a frigate, but the nim of the privateer 
was to ravage the enemy’s commerce. 
A lucrative pursuit it was, too. In one 
year Captain Fortunatus Wright cap- 
tured sixteen ships worth £400,000, 
while from one cruise in the Spanish 
Main the privateer Prince Frederick ra- 
turned to Bristol with £750,000 in bar 
silver alone, and othér valuable cargo. 

“The cost of fitting out a privateer 
ranged from £2000 to £10,000. The 
Crown charged £41 17s 4d for the letter 
of 1narque, and paid £5 to every man on 
board during a successful action, Twenty 
per cent. of the value of the prizes went 
to the Treasury, and the remainder was 
divided in shares betweon the owners 
and the crew. А successful cruise 
meant wealth for all concerned, so that 
tho vontures atlracted the most, hard- 
bitten, dare-devil sailots to man the ship 
and hard-headed, calculating merchants 
to supply it." *

GOVERNMENT’S POLICY SET 
FORTH . 


CRITICISM BY THE OPPOSITION. 


The second reading of the War Risk 
Insurance Bill in Parliament yesterday 
afternoon elicited an interesting state- 
ment of the position of our shipping at 
sea in relation to war risks from both 
sides of the House. The Bill was care- 
fully explained by the Minister in 
charge (Hon. A. L. Herdman). The Bill 
validates first of all the cover of war 
risks by the Government in respect of 
cargo in the transports. The Minister 
of Internal Affairs is further authorised 
to grant cover of war risk on gold bul- 
lion exported from New Zealand, pro- 
vided that the total amount so insured 
in any one vessel shall not exceed 
£10,000. Where the value of the cargo 
of any description intended to be ex- 
ported by any person from New Zealand 
is so small that in the opinion of the 
Minister the employment by such person 
to effect insurance at the Imperial War 
Risk Office would constitute an exces- 
sive addition to the cost of insurance, 
the Minister of Internal Affairs may 
grant cover, as agents for the Imperial 
authorities, of war risk upon such 
cargo at the rates charged by the Im- 
pert] War Risk Office. р 


LOYALTY TO IMPERIAL SCHEME. 


The Minister said it was the duty 
of New Zealand to stand by the Imperial 
scheme, which was devised by the Im- 
perial Government for the benefit of 
oversea trade and colonial production 
and in general of Imperial trade through- 
out the world. If the New Zealand Go. 
vernment had taken on its shoulders 
al the war risks, the liability would 
have been enormous. 

Mr. Russell: You were afraid 
tackle it. : , 

The Minister: We are loyal to the 
patriotic Imperial scheme. 1 can quite 
understand the honourable gentleman 
would not be so, if that is the attitude 
he takes ip. The point is this, that the 
British Government can get the exclusive 
information from the Admiralty of the 
movement of ships and the position of 
the enemy’s vessels, and can make ar- 
rangements for the safety of shipping. 
It would have been folly for this Go- 
vernment to have undertaken the huge 
liability.of covering such war risks. The 
honourable gentleman does not know 
what warships may be in tho vicinity, 
and it's a good job he doesn't. We 
do and the Admiralty does. The Go- 
vernment knows where the enemy's ships 
are and so does the Admiralty. 

In conclusion, the Minister said the 
Government was prepared to find £10,- 
000 as the maximum of small cargoes, 
instead of £5000 as in the Bill, 


WILL THE SCHEME WORK? 


Sir Joseph Ward said he knew what 
had actually occurred, and the hon. 
gentleman had said that the rates which 
he had quoted were true, and could not 
be denied. He did not think the At- 
torney-General really knew the position 
—he said that without offence. During 
the period the Minister had mentioned 
ho kuew of people that had had to pay 
4 and 5 per cent. as the war risk rate. 

The Hon. Mr. Fisher: In Now Zea- 
land? 

Sir Joseph Ward: It was arranged 
by cablegram to London. It could not 
be done here—never since the war broke 
out." He knew of one firm which had 
paid five guineas within the last fort- 
night. He recommended the Attorncy- 
General and his colleagues to read what 
the Imperial Government had done when 
the war broke out. They had initiated 
the war risks schome, provided against 
unemployment, and ‘generally taken on 
financial obligations which were com- 
paratively huge in order that the trade 
of the Homeland should not be dislo- 
cated. Surely the New Zealand Govern- 
ment could have devised some scheme 
whereby the small man could be 
tected. A small farmer who wanted an 
advance on, say, 5000 bales of wool at 
present on the way Home would have 
to produce his war risk before he got 
the money. The matter could have been 
easily arranged at the start by the Go- 
vernment taking up the liability and 
arranging reinsurance at Home. The 
Minister said that the liabilities under 
snch a scheme would be huge, but he 
could not agree with this. 


PROHIBITED EXPORTS. 

Mr. Н. Poland (Ohinemuri) drew at- 
tention to the fact that the export of 
rohibited, which meant 
a very serious thing for local bodies and 
gold mining companies, the former be- 
cause they derived much of their re- 
venue through‘ the export of gold. The 
prohibition was a specially severe hard- 
ship for the gold mining companies. Last 
month, for instance, the Grand Junction 
Company’s return was £20,000, bul the 
bank would not pay the company be- 
cause the gold could not be exported. 
The bank held the gold as bullion under. 
the Banking Act, and had only paid 
£8000 to the company for wages, charg- 
ing 6 per cent. on the money advanced 
to enable the company to pay its way. 
He wished to know if the prohibition 
could not be removed. 

Mr. G. W. Russell (Avon) thought 
the Bill showed the utter incompetence 
of the Government in power to deal with 
such a vital question as that of com- 
merce. It amused him to, think the 
Bill had been. handed ovor to the Attor- 
ney-General. What experience bad that 
gentleman had in trade and commerce? 
Clause 4 appeared to him to be abso- 
lutely farcicil It provided that the 
total amount covered in any one ship 
should not exceed £5000, whereas in 
1912 the total exports were 917.000, 000,

"THE GAY LORD QUEX.” 
HUGH BUCKLER AND VIOLET 
PAGET, 


From "Yanny's First Play" to “The 
Gay Lord Quex" is a long journey {о 
accomplish in a night; but that is what 
the Hugh Buckler-Violet Paget Com- 
pany has done at the Grand Opera 
House. The two plays are eo entirely 
dissimilar in subject and construction. 
Sir Arthur Pinero, in “The Gay Lord 
Quex“ turned out an excellent piece of 
work of its kind--good material, skilful 
craftsmanship, and all that—a play writ- 
ten essentially for the stage and for the 
stage of his time. Mr. Shaw, in 
“Fanny's. First Play," also turned out 
an excellent piece of work, but of an 
entirely different, of quite original de- 
sign. In the Pinero play referred to 
there are but two outetanding charae- 
ters—''fat" parta they might be called 
namely, Lord Quex and Sophie Full. 
Barney. The rest of the dramatis per- 
sonde are all quite subsidiary with one 
exception, that of the Duchess of Stroud. 

The story of the Gay Lord Quex” ік 
probably too well known to need out- 
lining here. It runs trippingly along 
from the first act, which takes place ia 
Sophie's manicuring "rooms in Bond- 
street. There is much bright talk and 
а procession of more or less interesting 
characters, but still head and shoulders in 
interest above them all stand Quex and 
Sophie. The situations are all most 
cleverly wrought out by Mr. Buckler in 
the name part and Miss Paget as tho 
eavesdropping manicurist. Mr. Buck- 
jer finds the playing of the part of an 
English gentleman in the fullest sense of 
the word a quite easy and natural role. 
Ho was admirable last night in the cool 
and polite way in which he faced most 
difficult and compromising positions. But 
on Miss Paget fell the heaviest burden in 
the play. When caught peeping through 
a keyhole, and when entrapped in the 
locked dressing-room with the Peer, she 
gave a really splendid exposition of her 
art, and rendered pardonable the prema- 
ture outburst of applause that broke the 
tension which the strong character of 
the scene set up. Hers was the star per- 
formance of the evening, not only be- 
cause it is the most important part in 
the play. but because Miss Pageb show- 

herself to be quite equal to it. 

The Duchess of Stroud, as Pinero con- 
ceives her, seoms to have beon a languor- 
ous, indiscreet, voluptuous woman. This 


was not quite the way Mise Lilian Lloyd, 


read the part; but, all the same, in the 
great scene with Quex, in the third act, 
Miss Lloyd showed herself to be what 
was no doubt in the writer’s mind—a 
rather difficult woman to deal with, and 
a quite possible person, as anyone familiar 
with divorce court reports would recog- 
піве and admit. Mr. Cornell'é reading 
and acting of the secondary part of Sir 
Chichester Frague, the West African 
official, who is home on furlough, and 
ready for any amount of fun, were 
decidedly good. 
_ The charm of the piece wae the way 
in which all taking more or less minor 
parts fell quite naturally into the places 
assigned to them, played up to the prin- 
cipals, and never overstepped tho orders 
which Pinero set for them.

presentatives, and ho has been there 
since, He is а prominent member of 
the Port, Adelaido Waterside Worker.

Ar. Arthur. Minister for External Af- 
faita, was born at Castlemaine їп 1875. 
Winning a public school scholarship, he 
went to college at Ballarat, and from 
there passed to the Melbourne Univer- 
sity, where ho graduated in arts and 
law, For a time ho was tutor ab Queen's 
College, Admitted to the Bar in 1802, 
he soon began to build а practice, an 
has achieved considerable success. 

Mr. Mahon (an honorary Minister) is 
a practical journalist, as distinguished 
from many members of the House who 
ure described as journalists, but, who do 
not look as though the description war- 
ranta it. He was for years a member 
of the staff of the Daily Telegraph. Af. 
terwards he became a newspaper pro- 
hrictor in New South Wales and West 
Australia, Owing to the state of hia 
health he did not feel equa) to the work 
of controlling a department. For this 
reason he accepted the position of hon- 
orary Minister. А 
Mr. Spence, Postmaster-General, seems 
to have been in politics for thousands 
of years, but as he was born only in 
1846, in the Orkney Islands, the impres- 
sion cannot be well-founded.

Dairy Suffers Loss in De- 
sruction of Barn, Milk House, 
Silo, Hay, Live Stock, Etc. 


zu thousand dollars was the 
t of toll exacted by the fire 
which Sunday afternoon destroyed 
the large dairy barn of the Imperial 
dairy, owned by L. E. Moore, just 
ast of Pullman, together with the 
milk house, silo, 100 tons of hay, 14 
head of hogs, one calf and numerous 
incidentals. The fire was discovered 
about two o'clock by Englehard Frei- 
tag, an employe of the dairy, and 
started near the silo. A high wind 
was blowing and within a few sec- 
ends the entire barn was in flames. 
Иг, Moore rescued four horses and a 
pull before the fire reached them and 
was carrying à calf from the barn 
when the heat became so intense that 
he was obliged to drop it and flee for 
slety. 

A valiant effort was made by vol- 
unteers to check the flames, but the 
high wind and the isolation of the 
dairy from the city water mains 
made organized fire fighting impos 
sible, and only heroic work kept the 
flames from spreading to adjoining 
wheat fields. The hogs were near 
the barn and were killed by the heat 
before they could be taken to a place 
of safety and the calf was cremated 
in the barn. 

While the origin of the fire is not 
definitely known, the flames 
supposed to have started either 
from a spark from the milk house, 
where a fire had been kindled 
heat water, or from spontaneous 
combustion in the hay, whicn had 
been in the barn but a short time. 

Mr. Moore carried a total insur- 
ance of $6500 on his barns, milk 
house, outbuildings, live stock, ma 
thinery, feed, etc., but only $3000 of 
this applies to the property 
stroyed, so that he will suffer a 
dead loss of $3000 through the fire. 
He has 38 cows, and none of them 
were injured. 

Mr. Moore was able to serve his 
customers Monday through the kind- 
ness of State College officials, who 
permitted him to use the college 
milk house, utensils, etc., and his de- 
liveries have continued uninterrupt- 
ed. During the fire he dropped a 
Watch from his pocket and requests 
that the finder return it to him, The 
Proprietor expressed keen apprecia- 
tion of the assistance of the people 
in fighting the fire.
